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AMONG THE IRON FURNACES.

The Irem Remlon of the Lehlgh Valles—The
Iron Works Near Easton-A Trip on the
North Pennsylvanin Hallrond.

Guuxnpox, Pa., July 20,

The beautiful valley of the Lehigh, with its
mineral wealth, its fertlle felds, ita lovely river,
and ita romantie sconery, has the eyes of all
Pennsylvania fixed upon It at this moment, for

not Ass Packer, the money king of this re-
glon, the candldate of the unterrified for the
Governorship ? aud are not his millions expocted
to carry the bogearly fortunes of the Democracy
through the campnign and, to stimulate the nc-
tivity of the party of “principles not men?"
Asn Packer is reported to be worth some
$20,000,000 at the present moment. It will be
a curlous ealenlntion for him to be made to
figure up his wealth next October, and find out
how much there 18 remaining to him after the
Democratic managers have pone through him,
a8 they certainly expect to do.  However, poli-
ties are not my present thome, and leaving Mr
Packer to dream of Gubernatorial honors, T will
say something of matters of more permanent
interest,

Did any of the readers of Tue Terzanars
ever sge a “'onst” made at an iron furnacer 11
not, it would well repay them to make a trip to
this place to enjoy the sight, independently of
the benutiful seenery they will enjoy on the rond
Day and night, year in and year out, the fur-
noaces are roaring and flaming without Inter-
mission, All night long they give o magnificent
llumination, flnshing into the river that rans
awiftly by, and lighting up the horizon for
miles. Four times in each twenty-four hours
n “east” {8 made; the bolling, bubbling eauldron
of fire is opened, the refuse s drawn out, and
the pure iron melted from the ore ls run off
into moulds and made ready for the market,
The spectacle afforded by a **east” mude at mid-
night is something worth a little enthusiasin for
any one who has an eye for the pleturesgue,

An opening made In the lLottom of the fur
nuce by a workman permits the “‘slag" to run off
by a side channel; and when all the refuse of
the coal, lime, and iron ore, mingled into a hard
vitreous mass, hoas passed off, ont pours the
liquid iron like waler, throwing off brillinnt
showers of sparks as it runs along the channels
prepared for it in the earthen floor of the mould-
ing room, until the whole space is covered with
glowing bars of lgnid fire. These go by the
unromantic nume of “pigs,” und are the fami-
liar black pig-iron of commerce, The iron
which fills the main channel s named the
“sow." Notl very poetical, it is true; foralthouzh
the apectacle is magnificent, this is o very prac-
tical operation by which the metnl Is extracted
from the ores and put into a shape for future
use,

The Glendon Iron Company has four furnaces
at this place, and one ut South Easton, o mile
further down the Lehigh river. The largest and
most recently erected of these furnaces is about
eighty feet in height and ten or twelve feol
thick in its widest part. They are built of com-
mon red brick, and lined with fire-brick. The
new furnace is fitted with a magnificent blast
engine built by Merrick & Sons, of Philadelphia,
In the oldest furnace the blast engine is run by
water-power. The furnaces are shaped
like crucibles, or rather they  are
immense tlasks, and with all the appurtenances
each one of them I8 a complete and elaborate
establishment of itself.  In the process of manu-
facturing pig-iron, the ore—which Is a mixture
of hematite, or brown ore, found near this place,
and magnetic, or black ore, found in New Jersey
—1is mixed with limestone and coal, and thrown
in ot the top of the furnnce. The mass is kept
in a state of ignition by a hot blast, and at the
largest furnace every twelve hours, and at the
smaller one every twenty-four hours, a “‘cast”
is made. These furnaees are kept in operation
night and day. and they us=ally burn for about
three years, when it Is found neccssary to
tdraw” them, for the remoyel of the slag and
¢linkers that choke them up, and to
other repnirs.

This district is the centre of an extensive ron
trade. At South Easton is the Stuart Wire Mill,
the most extensive establishment of the kind In
the country. It sends wire of all kinds to every
part of the United States, and it has just filled o
large order from Brigham Young, who professes
to want It for fences, but in all probubility it is
intended to cage In his wives, Another large
establishment on the Delaware, about a mile
below Easton, 18 the Warren Foundry, which
is also one of the most extensive works of this
charncter in the United States. From fifty to
sixty-five tons of iron per day are poured at this
foundry. Here was cast the large thirty-six
inch muin for the Philadelphia Water Works,
During the past year the Warren Foundry has
shipped several thousand tons of water-pipe to
California, for S8an Francisco and Los Angoles,
Pesides these, there are a number of bolt works,
sheet-irvon works, rolling-mills, ete.

Easton is about twelve miles from Bethlehem,
on the Lehigh Valley Railroad, and is beau-
tifully situated in the midst of the hills, Indead,
the whole trip from Philadelphia to Bethlchem,
on the North Pennsylvania Rallroad, and from
Bethlehem to Easton, is one that s well worth
taking merely for the sake of looking ot the
country.
